B. N. Adams, G M. Bower, William 
Newton, H. Plotaer and J. C. Wise. 
The inquest was held at Bnllard'a un- 
dertaking establishment and the only

B. Bnllard who was present when it 
was placed in a box for removal to 
this city. What little evidence was 
introduced revealed nothing more 
than has already been made known to 
the public. 
Mrs. Thomas Markowski, whoae 


husband disappeared several months 
ago was summoned to view the body, 
the supposition being pretty well 
Founded that it was his remains.
